New City Manager Daniel G. Hobbs attended his first 
regular meeting of the Greenbelt City Council on July 15. 
In true Greenbelt tradition, the meeting featured extensive 
council/citizen debate, lasting almost until the next day. 


Sunrise Wins Vested Rights Case 
As Judge Finds Footing Sufficient 


After welcoming Hobbs to 
Greenbelt, council received a pe¬ 
tition opposing the proposed 
elderly housing project, unani¬ 
mously approved a resolution 
seeking to protect wetlands 
around the Metro site and an¬ 
nounced the winner of the “Name 
the Pool” contest 

Welcome to Greenbelt 

Hoibbs thanked council for 
“giving him the opportunity” to 
serve a community with such a 
strong ethic of good government 
He said he was “delighted” to 
renew his working relationship 
with Assistant City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin, whom 
he had hired 13 years earlier 
while working for Rockville. 

Doug Love presented Hobbs 
with a “sensitive tree” on behalf 
of “a group of people” council 
knows well- He said that they 
“have been called the ‘Tree Peo¬ 
ple. . / While ‘Not all of us 
tike to be singled out as : tree 
people/ ” he said, “like great 
appellations of the past such as 
Yankee or Shaker, this one will 
probably stick, and we may in 
time learn to cherish it.” He 
presented the tree in hope that 
Hobbs “will be sensitive to our 
concerns in the present and fu¬ 
ture.” 

Name the Pool 

Council presented an oversize 
pool pass to Joan Marie Conway, 
who submitted the winning en¬ 
try “Greenbelt Aquatics and 
Fitness Center.” Other entries 
included suggestions to name the 
pool after Franklin Roosevelt, 
former council member Charles 
F. Schwan, recently retired City 
Manager James K. Giese and 
the late Stephan Polaschik* 

Elderly Housing 

Mary Lindstrom, Leonie Pen¬ 
ney and Dorothy Pyles presented 
a letter asking council to refer 
the Coop Senior Housing Com¬ 
mittee's proposal to construct an 
eight-story senior apartment 
building adjacent to Center 
School to all appropriate advis¬ 
or^ boards. They also presented 
a petition of concerns with 300 
names. Penney said that they 
could easily have gotten more 
signatures, but stopped given the 
positive response of “everybody,” 
including seniors, that they 
asked. 

The proposed housing project 
had been on the published agen¬ 
da for the meeting, but was re¬ 
moved at the request of the 
Housing Committee, according to 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. 

Metro Wetlands 

Under a suspension of the 
rules, council gave final approv¬ 
al to a resolution, proposed by 
the Anacostia Watershed So¬ 
ciety, urging the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au¬ 


thority to acquire the property 
around the Metro station for 
use as a wetlands nature pre¬ 
serve. Park and Planning offi¬ 
cials have estimated that only 
20 percent of the property can 
be developed, with the remain¬ 
der being either wetlands or 
flood plain. 

Advisory Boards 

Under the consent agenda, 
council accepted the resignation 
cf James Foy from the Advisory 
Planning Board. Foy will soon 
move to a community closer to 
his work. 

The city has still been unable 
to find enough interested youths 
for the Youth Advisory Board. 
Despite a variety of recruiting 
efforts, only one youth has ap¬ 
plied. The city needs five to 
seven young people before the 
board can be established. 

State Revokes $190,000 
In Schrom Park Grants

To ithe dismay of municipali¬ 
ties, including Greenbelt, the 
Maryland State Legislature cut 
funding for Program Open Space. 
Greenbelt will lose $190,000 for 
Schrom Hills Park in Greenbelt 
East. Of this total, $165,000 was 
to provide reimbursement for the 
acquisition of the Steiner proper¬ 
ty, located at the park's planned 
entrance, and $25,000 was for de¬ 
velopment of the park. 

The city and the property own¬ 
er settled on terms of the purch¬ 
ase of the 12 acre Steiner tract 
before the start of a condemna¬ 
tion jury trial scheduled for early 
December 1990. In March, the 
premises (a house sat on the pro¬ 
perty) were vacated and the city 
paid for the property. Only then 
could the city request reimburse¬ 
ment for the purchase. 

According to Greenbelt’s Direc¬ 
tor of Planning and Development. 
Celia Wilson, municipality repre¬ 
sentatives at a meeting in April 
were told that monies earmarked 
in the 1990 Fiscal Year budget 
and earlier were safe (Steiner ac¬ 
quisition funds have been “bank¬ 
ed” since Fiscal Year 1986). Later 
this assurance was reversed. 

Wilson noted that the city is 
processing the paper work for 
reimbursemerrt- “Greenbelt will 
move ahead in developing Schrom 
Park regardless,” she said, not¬ 
ing that many improvements, 
such as msballlaition of playground 
equipment, will be done by the 
city. The good news also was that 
the bids for the park’s develop¬ 
ment came in lower than esti¬ 
mated. Ketiler Brothers, the gen¬ 
eral contractors, will be construc¬ 
ting two community buildings, 
the parking lot and ballfields.

A ruling by Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Circuit Judge 
Jacob S. Levin will permit 
the developers of the Sun¬ 
rise Apartment complex to 
construct the 467 unit com¬ 
plex in Greenbelt East. 

Earlier Sunrise Development 
Limited Partnership had appeal¬ 
ed unsuccessfully the Langley 
Park / College Park / Greenbelt 
Sectional Map Amendment’s 
(SMA) rezoning of the 99 acre 
Sunrise tract from R-10 (multi¬ 
family high-density residential 
with a maximum of 48 units per 
acre) to R-18C (multifamily me¬ 
dium-density condominium with 
a maximum of 12 units per 


The Marxland-National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion (M-NOPPC) proposes that 
the TDO zone comprise the 
Metro Station and the northern 
half of the A. H. Smith property 
west of Cherrywood Lane. The 
city council and the city’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board, on the 
other hand, have pressed for an 
expanded area. This area would 
include Beltway Plaza and 
Springhil! Lake and is bordered 
by the Beltway, the CSX Rail¬ 
road tracks, Greenbelt Road and 
Cherrywood Lane. The expand¬ 
ed zone would give the city more 
control over development in the 
TDO area. The Prince Georges 
County Council (sitting as the 
District Council) must approve 
the TDO plan. Later, all devel¬ 
opment on the site is subject to 
site plan review and approval 


acre). Similarly, the County 
Board of Appeals had rejected 
the developers’ argument that 
they had “vested rights” in the 
R-10 zoning. 

The county has 30 days from 
the date of Judge Levin's “Opin¬ 
ion and Order of Court” to ap¬ 
peal. The Court ordered that the 
Board of Appeals finding be re¬ 
versed, that the stop-work order 
on the Sunrise Apartments be 
nullified and that the building 
permit be issued for a one-year 
period. The order was signed on 
July 9. 

At issue, the Court said, was 
whether a single column footing 
not visible from the main road 
on which it is located is suffi¬ 
cient to “vest rights” in a par- 


by the Planning Board. 

The TDO Zone 
According to the Planning 
Board's publication, “Toward 
Quality Development in Prince 
Georges County/' the TDO zone 
“is intended to insure that the 
development of land in the vicin¬ 
ity of Metro stations maximizes 
transit ridership, and serves the 
economic and social goals of the 
area, . . The TDO, a mapped 
zone superimposed over other 
zones in a designated transit dis¬ 
trict, may modify certain re¬ 
quirements for development 
within those underlying zones, 
such as uses permitted, parking 
and sign requirements and the 
location and size of buildings 
and structures. Although densi¬ 
ties of the underlying zone may 
not be changed, it is a matter 
of interpretation whether the un¬ 


tie ular zoning classification. 
“The Court finds that it is and 
reverses the Board of Appeals.” 

The County had argued that 
the column footing was not an 
“indispensable part” of the 
apartment building. The Court 
found that the column footing 
in this case is an “indispensable 
part” of the high-rise apartment 
building/' and “the footing (for 
the portico of the main lobby 
connecting two 12-story apart¬ 
ment buildings) regardless of 
whether it was visible from Han¬ 
over Road, constituted com¬ 
mencement of construction.” 

Russell W. Shipley argued the 
case for the Sunrise Develop¬ 
ment Limited Partnership and 
Albert J. Lochte for the county. 


derlying zoning (Smith property, 
for example, which is mainly in¬ 
dustrial) can be changed through 
the TDO process. 

In the Letter 

Weidenfeld noted in the letter 
to Rhoads that the city “recog¬ 
nized that expanded boundaries 
will dramatically increase the 
planning effort required to pre¬ 
pare and implement a transit 
district. However, the unique op¬ 
portunities and impacts associat¬ 
ed with Metro development de¬ 
mand that the boundaries be ex¬ 
panded beyond that originally 
proposed by your staff.” 

In approving^the Master Plan 
designation for mixed-use devel¬ 
opment for the Smith and Metro 
properties, also known as the 
Greenbelt Employment Area in 
the Master Plan, the District 
Council retained the existing 
zoning of the Smith property 
(industrial) and directed the M- 
NCPPC to prepare a TDO for the 
Smith and Metro properties. 

The SMA analysis of the area 
notes that “In the long-run, a 
coordinated M-X-T development 
proposal prepared by the owners 
is encouraged.” M-X-T uses are 
transportation oriented and pro¬ 
vide for a variety of residential, 
commercial and employment 
development - retail, office P re¬ 
search/industrial, dwellings and 
hotel/motel.

County Planning Board Holds

Unresponsive Stunned , Too 


Anyone driving through Green- 
belt is aware of our need to im¬ 
prove pedestrian safety. Recent 
accidents involving students in¬ 
jured on their way to and from 
school have heightened this con¬ 
cern. Students at Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School are particularly 
vulnerable because of the school’s 
location on a major state high¬ 
way* 

Common sense tells us that 
lowering the speed limit near 
these schools or putting flashing 
lights -to alert drivers of a school 
crossing could prevent injuries 
and save lives. Easy to achieve? 
Evidently not. Prince Georges 
County has no power to make 
these few changes because the 
State Highway Administration 
(SHA) has jurisdiction over all 
matters pertaining to state roads. 
Something as simple as the in¬ 
stallation of a stop sign requires 
their approval. 

Because the SHA had been so 
unresponsive to calls to improve 
safety near schools, for several 
years I sponsored legislation to 
give local jurisdictions the right 
to lower speed limits in desig¬ 
nated school speed zones. Each 
year the General Assembly 
has killed the bill, primarily 
because of opposing testimony by 
the SHA. 

Because of our efforts, the SHA 
met with the bill’s sponsors to 
discuss a school area traffic con¬ 
trol program that they are pro¬ 
posing. As part of that plan, the 
-SHA is inventorying the 250 
schools that are located on state 
roads to determine what safety 
problems exist and what solu¬ 
tions need to be devloped. Unfor¬ 
tunately, SHA officials admitted 
that they are not consulting with 
local school personnel or area 
residents who could offer insight 
into their particular situations. It 
is difficult to understand why they 
have chosen to conduct this study 
in a vacuum or why they are not 
informing local officials of upcom¬ 
ing visits, the purpose of these 
visits, or the methods used to 
evaluate a specific school area. 
The SHA is also proposing a re¬ 
view process for problem loca¬ 
tions but the effectiveness of this 
process remains to be seen. 

On August 8, I will attend an 
SHA conference on school safety 
to learn the results of the inven¬ 
tory. Ores ton Mills, District High¬ 
way Engineer for our area will 
also attend- If you agree that 
additional steps must be taken 
to improve traffic safety near 
schools, I urge you to write him 
before this date.

At the memorial service for Bill Hoff in February, 
1985, the Rev. Perry Miller said that “. . . He touched the 
generosity in each of us by his example; he brought out the 
best in people.”

In a work session of the 
Greenbelt City Council on 
the evening of July 10, ten¬ 
nis courts joined ballfields in 
the continuing controversy 
over Greenbelt’s future rec¬ 
reational needs. The purpose 
of the meeting was to hear 
Kim Finch, one of the auth¬ 
ors, explain a just released 
M-NCPPC (Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission) report en¬ 
titled “Greenbelt IX: Parks 
and Recreation Assessment 
Study.” 

This meeting was the latest in 
a series of meetings on recrea¬ 


tion beginning in 1989 and con¬ 
tinuing through January 1991 in 
which the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board (P- 
RAB) and the city recreational 
staff have discussed plans for 
more recreational opportunities 
for the city. These plans 
called for developing he Schrom 
Hills Park in Greenbelt East; 
expanding the recreational 
opportunities in historic Green¬ 
belt, particularly at the east 
end of Northway; where there 
are now two ballfields and 
an unpaved parking lot. The plan 
calls for two new softball fields, 
two new combined soccer/foot¬ 
ball fields, a paved parking lot, 
field lights, rest rooms and more, 
in addition to the fields now 
there and having a trail and side¬ 


walk system. 

The News Review has report¬ 
ed opposition to these plans for 
the Northway park- Council has 
taken no action on the North¬ 
way plans other than to request 
more information. 

M-NCPPC Report 

Finch had barely started to 
explain the report when she wias 
served a volley of questions and 
statements which threw the sub¬ 
ject of the meeting back and 
forth between tennis courts and 
ballfields. A few other subjects 
on recreation were briefly men¬ 
tioned, including: ice skating, 
bowling, the soon-to-be complet¬ 
ed indoor swimming pool, and 
basketball. Also, Marsha Barreti 
presented a written report to 
the council on passive recrea¬ 
tion. And suggestion was made 
to name local parks after local 
dignitaries. 

Tennis players objected stren¬ 
uously to a proposal in the re¬ 
port to convert two tennis courts 
at Braden Field to outdoor rae- 
quetball courts- Council learned 
from Ed Kaplinger, a resident, 
that there are 180 members of 
the Greenbelt Tennis Association 
and that some people moved 
to Greenbelt because of the 
tennis courts and other recrea¬ 
tional amenities. Hank Irving, 
Recreation Department Director, 
testified that all of Greenbeb 's 
public courts are needed and arje 
heavily used. Council member 
Antoinette Bram said that coun¬ 
cil had battled about tennis 
courts before, and as far as she 
was concerned they will stay 
there. 

Northway Ballfields 

As the meeting progressed, 
the subject of Northway ball- 
fields popped up again and 
again. The council learned that 
the M-NCPPC standard for base¬ 
ball is one field per 6000 resi¬ 
dents.

The city recreation staff are 
concerned that the current ball- 
fields are over-used. Neverthe¬ 
less, concern was expressed, es¬ 
pecially by Rodney Roberts that 
Greenbelt's woodlands would be 
cleared for ballfields. In the 
course of discussion estimates 
for forest clearing for the maxi¬ 
mum proposed four softball 
fields and two soccer fields at 
North way were whittled down 
from 35 acres to 16.5 acres, then 
to 10 to 12 acres. 

Other aspects of ballfields 
that were discussed were: that 
compaction mats will allow more 
use of ballfields; fields on flood 
plain land are technically possi¬ 
ble using underground drainage; 
it will be difficult to acquire 
land for recreational purposes 
outside of city limits or in the 
federally operated park south of 
Greenbelt. 

Toward the end of the meeting, 
councilman Thomas X. White said 
that the M-NCPPC report was 
just a tool and did not con¬ 
tain a “user" assessment. He 
said that council should relegate 
the planning of Greenbelt's rec¬ 
reational facilities to FRAB and 
to the city recreation staff* 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld conclud¬ 
ed the meeting by observing that 
the M-NCPPC report was appli¬ 
cable to almost any municipal¬ 
ity. The next step, he said, was 
to make it fit Greenbelt, He went 
on to say council now needs 
a user survey, but council can't 
do a whole lot now for recrea¬ 
tion because of the depressed 
economy.

On PCP Charges 

Two residents were arrested 
on July 12 by Greenbelt Police 
following a search of their apart¬ 
ment at 6140 Springhill Terrace, 
according to police spokesman 
Pfe.

Dave Dawson, property man¬

I miss the Ben Franklin store 
we used to have in Roosevelt 
Center.

When our bathtub plug deteri¬ 
orated the other day, I found 
myself thinking of the back wall 
of “Benji’s” where its replace¬ 
ment would have been found. 

Five and dimes like Ben 
Franklin were throw-backs to 
shopping before convenience 
malls and stadium-size super¬ 
markets* Walking into one of 
them is like walking into the 
1950s, which can be a pleasant 
relief from the 1990s. You won’t 
find designer labels but you 
might discover a sale on 13-gal¬ 
lon trash bags for a dollar. You 
won’t hear Muzak softly playing 
or gaze into mirrored display 
cases. You will probably get the 
Static of the local radio station 
and Johnny Mathis’ voice fad¬ 
ing in and out as you riffle 
through the pillowcases piled on 
a table, 

I have been drawn to five and 
dimes since my freshman year at 
college. There were plenty of 
variety stores then; now there 
are fewer. I hunt them down 
whenever we travel, like a collec- 
Jector sniffing around for another 
piece to add to her collection. It 
is individuality that distinguishes 
one five and dime from another, 
Thera is one in Burlington, Ver¬ 
mont that sells a complete line 
of artist supplies. One in Ev¬ 
anston, Illinois has a wonderful 
toy department. One in Easton, 
Maryland should be renowned for 
its tin cans, My most recent dis¬ 
covery was a two-story five and 
ten in Cumberland, Maryland 
which contains a soda fountain 
running the length of the store, 
three aisles of greeting cards and 
wrapping paper, a pet supply 
area, (replete with goldfish and 
hamsters), and a shoe repair 
station. I did not emerge for 
over an hour. When I did, I had 
kitchen towels, boys socks, cheap 
chocolate chip cookies and the 
bathtub plug. 

Twelve years ago I wandered 
into the Greenbelt Ben Frank¬ 
lin as a newlywed with a GHI 
unit to decorate. In 1979 Green¬ 
way Shopping Center did not 
exist, so I bought my first kit¬ 
chen curtains at “Benji’s” It is 
just an old affair I carry in my 
heart.
